ALLEGED CONTEMPT OF 
COURT.

The hearing was males: of the motion to 
attach Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, T.D., editor of 
Lhe Nation, for alleged contempt ‘of court if 
oe emg. in an issue of that paper of the 
18th of last month a note or statement en- 
titled .‘‘ Contempt for Free State Courts,” 
and an article entitled “ Judge’s Insolence to 
urors.”’ 

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Gavan Duffy and Mr. Conor Suim (in- 
structed by Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr), a 
peared for Mr. O'Relly, said that Mr. O'Kelly 
was at one time secretary of the Gaelic 
League, and he had made an affidavit in Irish 
The two days that had elapsed since the last 
hearing being holidays, it was impossible to va 
an affidavit sworn until that moment, and 
that reason he had not been able to serve a 
copy of it on the other side. He would file 
the affidavit if their lordships allowed him to 
do so, serve a copy of it on the other side, 
and refer to it later. In the meanwhile he 
continued his argument on the relationship be- 
tween a judge and a jury as laid down in the 
cases of the King v. Shipley (4 Douglas, page 
75), and of the trial of A. M. Sullivan, and 
having cited other authorities he submitted 
that the power and authority of a jury was 
such that jurors could not be censured after 
they had said they could not agree, and that 
a jury could. not be slandered or libelled. 

Counsel submitted that there was some 
foundation for the’ criticism that had been 
made, aud that the present application was 15 
or 14 days late. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Is that another prelimi- 
nary objection, at the end of the case? 

Mr, Comyn—No, it is not. It comes to 
this—whether this is a genuine application for 
the purpose of inves the jurisdiction of the 
Court to protect itself or really an incident 
in a conflict between two big political parties, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—The two big political 
parties will have to conduct their conflict 
without involving the court. 

Mr. Comyn said that he thought that there 
was no intention in these articles to deal with 
the Court at all really. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I suppose that is in the 
affidavit. 


NEWSPAPER ‘ PEP.’ 

Mr. Comyn said that he would read the 
affidavit in time. He submitted that there 
was ground for arguing that this was an 
incident in a political ‘controversy, and that 
the delay that had taken place would be 
sutticient ground for asking the Court to refuse 
to exercise arbitrary jurisdiction in a matter 
which could have been proceeded with on 
indictment with equal expedition. | 

Dealing with the article entitled “Judge s 
Insolence to Jurors,” Mr. Comyn said that 
there must be some “pep — in a newspaper, 
otherwise it would not sell, and, if the judge 
really did wrong, it would not be contempt 
to say so. It seemed to him, taking the 
article as a whole, that it was nothing more 
than an argument that a jury had a right to 
verdict one way or another, or dis- 
agree, and that a judge had no right, after 
the jury had been discharged, to tell them 
that they had disregarded their oath, he not 
being able to enter imto the minds of the 
jurors. The law was, he submitted, that the 
Court, in a case of this kind, must consider 
the matter in favour of the defendant if it 
could. and it must consider it against him 
only if it must; and, on the fair construction 
of the article, it was, he said, a legal argt- 
ment, and nothing more. ‘The article entitled 
“Contempt for Free State Courts” was a 
bare statement of fact. The words were con- 
tempt for the law, and that was the law 
whereby three Republicans were charged with 
a crime under emergency legislation. Counsel 
submitted that Mr. O'Kelly was entitled to 
sympathise with these men, and that there 
was no owe of Court in the article at all. 

Mr. Comyn was about to refer to Mr. 
O’ Kelly's affidavit. but it was stated that the 
affidavit had not up to then been filed. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he had grave 
doubts that the affidavit would ever be used. 

Mr. Comyn—It will, and Mr. Bewley 1s 
going to cross-examine in Irish on it. 

Mr. grr Hanvna—That will embarrass 
you a (Laughter.) 

Mr, Comyn hav ing concluded his argument, 

Mr. Stoanics followed ow the same side. 

After thé luncheon interval, 

Mr. Maguire said that he hed the affidavit 
of Mr. O'Kelly, which was in Irish, 


THE AFFIDAVIT. 

Mr; Bewley,.K.C., who, With Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. Finlay (instrueted by the Chief 
State Solicitor), appeared for the Attorney- 
(yeneral, the applicant, said that he proposed 
to ask for leave to cross’examine Mr. O'Kelly 
on his affidavit. Theat was very necessary, 
particularly for this reason—thai a very long 
argumentative affidavit had been put in, 
w hich he took, or which was intended to be 
taken by their lordships, to be a sort of 
apology, but was not an upology, and. Mr. 
O'Kelly would be entitled then to pose as a 
hero outside those Courts. Mr. O’Kelly’s 
attitude could be made much more clear by 
cTross-examination. : 

Mr. Maguire protested against this observa- 
tion of Mr. Bewley. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan. said that he thought 
that the Court would have no difficulty in 
deciding what Mr. O’Kelly’s intention was 
when they had heard his affidavit. 

Mr. Maguire opened Mr. O’ Kelly's affidavit 
and explained the opening part of it. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—We have copies of 
it. You can read it in Irish if you wish, 

Mr. Maguire then read the affidavit in 
Irish, interpreting it as he wert along. The 
effect of it was that, as the Court had 
decided to deal with the matter arising in 
the case without ruling on the question 
whether there should be a trial by jury or 
not, Mr. O’Kelly made the aftidavit without. 
prejudice to the objection made on his behalf 
and under protest—— 

Mr. Bewley—‘‘ Against my will. 

Mr. Maguire suggested that ' under pro- 
test ” was the proper interpretation of the 
wording of the affidavit. 

In the affidavit, as translated, Mr, O'Kelly 
stated that he was not guilty of the offenve 
charged against him in this matter. He 
referred to his opposition’ to the present 
Government, and to the laws passed by the 
Government, and went on to state that when 
the jury failed to agree in’ the case referred 
to in the affidavit of Peter Ennis, ‘‘ we by 
no means agreed with the remarks made by 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne in connection with that 
jury or portion of that jury, and it was 
incumbent on the journal, Zhe Nation, the 
only journal belonging to the Fianna Fail 
Party, to protest against the remarks of the 
learned judge that day.’’ 

The idea underlying the article referred 
to by the affidavit of Peter Ennis appealed 
to him, stated Mr. O'Kelly in his affidavit, 
and he clearly understood that there was 
no other aim in that article but to protest 
against a thing vhich he thought, and still 
thought, to be illegal. He had the same 
respect for the ordinary law as every well- 
conducted citizen had, but he did not pre- 
tend to have the same respect for the extra- 
ordinary and exceptional laws which had 
been passed against a large section of the 
people. He considered that it was the right 
of every citizen o express his opinion with- 
out fear or favour, and publicly to prevent 
perversion of the Jaw for purposgs of oppres- 
sion, irrespective of who was guilty in such 
a case. 

If that Court had discretion as to his trial 
he said that it was right to have a jury, 
since a jury was the most suitable tribunal 
to decide the most fundamental point in this 
case—viz., whether or not the things which 
were imputed to him were an expression of 
opinion for purposes not contrary to public

morals. 
The affidavit also referred to the expiration 


of thirteen days after the date of the publi- 
cation before the proceedings were instituted, 
and added:—‘‘ 1 am-.informed, and believe, 
that there was never any delay similar to 
this in any case brought. by the Attorney- 
General arising out of contempt of Court, 
and that is » very strong reason for not 
having this case tried in the manner which 
the prosecutor in this case is seeking to 
adopt.”’ 

Mr. Maguire having concluded,

Mr. Bacon, for the respondent, pointed out 
that the evidence im the case was not incon- 
sistent with the statement that the money in 

uestion had been advanced by Martin to 
Water, lunes because Martin was the man who was 
running this bookmaking business, ‘The evi- 
dence showed that Walter had been using 
Martin for accommodation purposes all 
through. In the event of the bookmaking 
business turning out bad it would be Martin 
who would have to meet all the demands on 
the firm out of his own money. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., replying for the appellant, 
urged on the authorities he had cited that he 
was entitled to an account. In this case, he 
said, it was admitted that the bookmaking 
was a partnership business up to a certain 
period, and no one on either side had sug- 
gested that there was any illegality in con- 
nection with the partnership. 

The evidence, he thought, showed that 
Martin had been trying to show that the 
moneys advanced, or paid oyer, to Walter 
were derived from deposit. receipts. In sup- 
port of his case Martin, he said, wanted to 
show that he had sums of money somewhere 
on et ar receipt. In his evidence he stated 
that in May, 1922, he had £2,000 on deposit 
receipt to his credit, according to the deposit 
account. 

Mr. Lupton, K.C.,- intervening, said that 
what he had stated as to deposit receipts was 
that in May, 1922, there was £2,000 to his 
credit on deposit receipt, and that he had 
also a current account, That was all—that he 
had a= of money to his credit then, 

Mr. Wood, K.C., ‘suggested that the state- 
ment on that subject was given for the pur- 
yose of showing that he had plenty of money ; 
but the evidence in reality showed that they 
were both operating on. the partnership ac- 
counts, The overwhelming evidence in the 
case was that the moneys given to Walter 
were advanced out oí the partnership busi- 
ness; and if it was held that that business 
was illegal, he submitted that Walter, the 
respondent, was not entitled to the sum of 
money for which he had obtained judgment, 
and that the judgment should be set aside. 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Court in a unanimous judgment 
affirmed the judgment of Mr. Justice sce 
holding that the betting partnership business 
carried on between the plaintiff and the 
defendant was illegal and in contravention of 
Section I. of the Betting Act of 1853. But 
the Court also held that the plaintiff's claim 
for money lent, on the evidence, was un- 
sustainable, and should have been dismissed, 
as well as the defendant’s counterclaim, as 
there was overwhelming evidence that the 
£1.355 claimed in the action, and for which 
judgment had been given to the plaintiff, was 
money advanced out of the partnership funds, 
No costs were given to either party in respect 
of the High Court proceedings. but the 
defendant was allowed the costs of the appeal.

A FALLACY EXPOSED. 


365 CONFLICTING EMOTIONS.

(By JOHN BRENNAN.) 


NE of the most winning traits in the 
Irish character is the undying loyalty 
of our people to the belief that we really 
have a climate. Even a heavy snowfall 
in the middle of summer, or an almost 
tropical] day in December, cannot shake 
the national faith in the popular legend 
that in Ireland, as in other countries, the 
weather is divided primly and decorously 
into four recognised seasons. 

Generations of Irish people have learned 
from experience that this is not so; but 
with a touching patriotism they have gone 
on describing our climate as temperate, 
and lying vaiiantly to their children about 
the glorious summers they remember. .. . 
some twenty years ago. When we speak of 
the 565 conflicting emotions through which 
our national weather passes as a ‘‘climate’’ 
we are doubtless actuated by a sense of 
chivalry. After all, our poets have always 
described Cathleen ni Houlihan as a fair 
and weeping woman, and to stigmatise her 
as intemperate, even in a matter of 
climate, seems rather unpatriotic. With 
all her failings, she has ever been the 
inspiration of our poets, working day and 
night at her job of appearing in visions, 
never giving herself a rest. driving the 
wolf from the poet’s door, and courteously 
admitting the collector of income tax. So, 
if the. tear and the smile in her eyes 
appear alternately with disconcerting 
suddenness, let us take the cue from 
theatrical managers, and say that our 
prima donna is, well, a little. tempera- 
mental. Between ourselves, however, is it 
not strange that she, the teeming mother 
of sonnets, is, in the matter of weather, 
without either rhyme or reason—rbyme in 
winter and reason in summer ? 


“ONLY SAMPLES.” 


" In all my life I have only known one 
Irishman who had the matchless courage 
to confess about our weather. “Our 
climate,” I said to him one day, “* seems to 
have undergone a considerable change since 
the time when our pagan fathers bent the 
knee before the glorious rays of a bright 
run. !f sun-worship were still the nationa! 
religion, I am afraid there would be a 
power of atheists in Ireland.” “ Our 
climate !’’ he interrupted me scornfully ; 
“when did we have a climate? We have 
only samples of weather.” That statement 
seems to me to hit off the Irish weather 
question exactly. 

Samples we have, in plenty, of the most 
delightful weather; exquisite patches of 
weather that would make a splendid 
climate if they could only be assembled. 
When the traveller for weather comes 
around to us he brings us golden summer 
days in December, tender spring days in 
January, mellow autumn days in June, 
and bracing winter days in Aucust. But 
if we order him to fetch us a long roll of 
velvety summer days, or a tinkling, thrill- 
ing chain of ice-bound months in winter, 
we find that he is totally unable to deliver 
the coods. 


A ROMAN SLANDER. 


Even if our pagan fathers were foolish 
enough to try to worship the sun in Ire- 
land, they were wise enough to lay traps 
for him whenever he looked down upon his 
faithful worshippers. The grianan, or sun 
parlour, was never forgotten in the ancient 
Irish architectural schemes, as it is in the 
modern Irish houses. The wise men of 
those days. realised that the sun was a 
fugitive, and must be taken in a net: 
they owned up frankly, in fact, to the 
Irish weather. Unfortunately for Ireland, 


some early Roman visitor to our shores, 


who Lad found Cathleen in one of her 
temperamental moods, made a very un- 
gallant attack upon the island, rébbing it 
of its fair name, and stigmatising it 
“Hibernia, icy cold.” Such an onslaucht 
was bouna to arouse ovr national pride, 
and, determined that our climatic reputa- 
tion should not he slain to make a Roman 
ho-iday, we began tiiat creat legend about 
eur temperate climate, which has lasted 
until to-day. ’ 

The English soldiers of Elizabeth, who 
perished miserably in our cold. wet 
winters, unconsciously perpetuated the 
myth that our climate was identical with 
that of England; for, while suffering from 
the very fact that it was not the same, they 
built houses which were only suitable for 
a much milder climate. 

Having owned up to our climate, let us 
borrow wisdom from the sun-worshippers of 
the past, and make the grianan, or sun- 
trap, a feature in all new architectural 
schemes. Having done this, we can afford 
to boast of Cathleen ni Houlihan that 
“age cannot wither her, nor custom stale 
her infinite variety ”—of weather.

An Ulster Academy. 


I hear that a select conference of 
eminent artists and architects connected 
with Northern Ireland is to be held this 
week in Belfast to discuss and consider the 
establishment of an Academy of Arts for 
Ulster, similar in constitution’ and 
functions to the Royal Academies of Kng- 
land, Scotland, Wales and Ireland. The 
North is progressing in art as well as in 
industry, and it can claim quite a number 
of distinguished artists as its sons. By 
the way, an eminent Irishman, Mr. T. 
Eyre Macklin, of London, is at present in 
Belfast painting portraits of prominent 
citizens. He is also a sculptor, and the 
war memorial at Bangor 1s one of his 
works. Mr. Macklin is a life member of 
the Ulster Arts Club. 


Mr. Asquith Makes Good. 


Mr. Anthony Asquith, Lord Oxford's 
youngest son, is making quick strides in 
the film industry. His first picture, 
“ Shooting Stars,” has had a deserved

The Schubert Centenary. 


“Po-day brings a sixty-fifth birthday to 
Mr. W. J. Locke, the famous novelist, who 
first saw the light in Trinidad, where his 
father was a banker. At 17 he was sent 
home to complete his education at Cam- 
bridge before entering the paternal 
counting-house, but decided that art was 
his vocation, and, after taking his degree, 
migrated to Paris and the Latin Quarter. 
Another change of mind—and the need of 
a fixed income—vesulted in his appoint- 
ment as teacher of languages in a famous 
Scottish college, and it was there that he 
wrote his first novel. 

Later he became Secretary to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, while con- 
tinuing ‘his literary work, and published 
eleven novels; all highly praised by the 
critics, but somehow failing to attract the 
public, before he scored a great popular 
success. with ‘‘The Morals of Marcus 
Ordeyne.” For some years’ past Mr 
Locke has spent most of the year in @ 
delightful house near Cannes. 


Cheerless Commercial Rooms. 


A commercial traveller tells me that 
one of the most distressing facts about 
the average Irish hotel is the dirty and 
depressing furniture in the commercial 
room. 

Dust lies deep on the good old 
mahogany furniture which once graced 
some local gentleman's mansion. Furni- 
ture polish or. furniture cream is 
apparently never used. 

The chintz covers which are sometimes 
provided for the armchairs are black and 
greasy. The threadbare carpets are stiff 
with dirt and dust. Doors are not 
painted, and the walls would be im- 
proved if papered or  distempered. 
Generally, the atmosphere of the rooms is 
musty and malodorcus. 

If the proprietors, who evidently pride 
themselves on their well-kept, old-estab- 
lished (and old-fashioned) hotels, would 
only spend a week visiting rural hotels 
in Scotland they would acquire some use- 
ful lessons in cleanliness, catering and 
reasonable charges. 


Schubert in Sligo. 


From Sligo I hear of the success of the 
Schubert centenary concert given by the 
Musicial Society there last week. The 
hundredth anniversary of Schubert's 
death occurs next November, and most 
of the musical societies will commemorate 
it in their concerts at the opening of 
next season. At the Sligo concert 
Schubert’s setting of ‘‘'.he Song ot 
Miriam’’ as a dramatic cantata for 
soprano solo, chorus and orchestra was 
revived. Madame Swann (Miss Lilian 


Whittaker) was the soloist. She sang also 
some of Schubert’s lyrics. 

The orchestra played the “ Unfinished ” 
Symphony, an ambitious work for a pro- 
vincial orchestra. Sligo, however, is a 
hive of musical activity, and my corre- 
spondent was much impressed by the 
choral and the orchestra] work at the 
concert.

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| DUBLIN’S NEGLECT OF | 


HISTORIC SPOTS. 


SHELLEY BESIEGED IN 
GRAFTON STREET. 


In a paragraph in yesterday's issue of the 
Irish Times the fact was deplored that most 
of the houses in Dublin with historic or 
otherwise interesting associations r bo 
tablet to mark the fact. 

No. 10 Aungier street, where Thomas Moore 
was born in 1779, bears a memorial tablet, as 
also does No. 12 Lower Dorset ‘street, the 
birthplace of Richard Brinsley Sheridan. 
Both these tablets were affixed through the 
good offices of a small society which, about 
the year 1890, took up this work, but its 
activities were short-lived. 

Moore had a deep affection for his home, 
and used to describe with delight the joyous 
parties which his mother was fond of having, 
when the little rooms over his father’s shop 
were so crowded that the guests had only 
inst room to stand. When he visited Dublin 
tor the last time he is said to have ordered a 
man who was driving him to the Viceregal 
Lodge to take him round through Aungier 
street: first, as he wanted to have a look at 
the little gable window by which he penned 
his earliest verses. 

Many houses: in the city besides Leinster 
House have associations with Lord Edward 
Fitzgerald; a house near Portobello Harbour 
and 119 Thomas street were both hiding places 
of his, and No. 160 Thomas street was the 
scene of his capture in 1798. <A house in 
Mount Drummond avenue was a place of 
resort for Robert Emmet, and it was there 
that he was arrested on the 25th of August, 
1803. Major Sirr, Town Major of Dublin, 
who effected the capture of both: Lord Edward 
and Emmet, lived in Elm Park, Cullenswood 
road 

BYGONE STEPHEN’S GREEN. 

No. 17 Grafton street was the house in which 
Shelly stayed when he visited Ireland in 1812, 
and while there he was besieged with callers, 
as & Dublin weekly paper had made public 
his benevolent disposition.

The University Boat Race this year will 
take place on March 31st, and will be 
rowed in the morning. 


EW people, unless they have rowed, 
can have more than a fragmentary 
idea of the work which goes on behind the 
scenes before the curtain rises on the 
annual Boat Race between Oxford and 
Cambridge. Less idea have they of the 
secrets of health and training. 

The race is the supremest test of endur- 
ance in the athletic world; and the train- 
ing is so severe that the two factors 
mentioned combine to demand the greatest 
surveillance over every member of the 
crews, both in physical and mental health, 
The race on the Thames, between Putney 
and Mortlake, ‘asts anything from 185 to 
21 minutes—depending as much on tide 
and wind as on the stamina of the men. 
During that time there is a strain, almost 
to bursting point, on mind as weil as 
physique. The distance is about four and 
a quarter miles. '

The Prime Minister took advantage of 
a méeting of Belfast Unionists during the 
week-end to deny the charge that has been 
made against him by the new Ulster 
Liberal Association of stereotyping 
politics on sectarian lines. Lord Craig- 
avon is perfectly sincere in his contention, 
but his attempt to separate.the people of 
the province into two opposing camps has 
iven colour to the statement.

HAPPY DOGS. 


The licensing time for dogs is frequently 
a period of misery for many of the canine 
creation, and numerous stray animals are 
to be seen wandering about, while only 
too frequently the river settles a doggy 
problem. Poverty is the cause of these 
tragedies in the dog world, and the Bel- 
fast Toiling Animals Committee has done 
a commendable work in coming to the 
relief of owners in straitened circum- 
stances. Last week some five hundred 
assisted, or free, licences were distributed 
by the committee, and, as it was a con- 
dition that the old licence should be pro- 
duced, most of the recipients brought 
along their dogs as well to prove their 
claims for consideration. The licences 
were issued at the office of Mr. James 
Nesbitt, J.P., a well-known friend of 
animals, and the strange scene of a multi- 
tude of men and dogs was witnessed in 
High. street one afternoon waiting the 
verdict which, it is gratifying to know, 
was in every instance favourable. 

All kinds of dogs were there, and there 
was much joyful barking and wagging of 
tails on the homeward journey.

OF NATIONAL IMPORTANCE. 


The existing accommodation is totally 
inadequate for the fleet of steam-drifters, 
but it is pointed out by the Committee that 
the benefits derivable by Northern Ireland 
from the fishing, although substantial, are 
mainly indirect, since the bulk of the 
herring landed is caught by Scottish 
drifters and cured by Scottish curers, while 
the majority of the workers os sir are 
drawn from outside the imperial province.

BELFAST, Monday. 

In the Northern House of Commons to-day 
a vote on account of £1,896,150 was sub- 
mitted to cover expenditure for the first three 
months of the coming financial year. 

The total estimate for the coming year is 
£6,876,943, compared with £7,175,2c0 for 
1927-8, a decrease of £298,516. ' 

The Minister for Commerce (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour) moved the vote on account for 
£1,896,150. 

Mr. 8, Kyle (Labour), in order to. call 
attention to the administration of the 
Minister for Labour’s Department, proposed a 
reduction of £1,000 in the vote. e first 
referred to the Court of Referees, and sug- 
gested that, as these Courts were set up by 
Act of Parliament, the Chairman should be 
appointed by the Crown, and not by the 
Minister for Labour. He contended that this 


partiality of the Courts, as there was at 
present a feeling that instructions wére sent 
to the Court by the Ministry, 

He protested against the present methods 
of denying certain unemployment benefit. 
Since he became a member of that House, he 
said, he had been shocked by the manner in 
which people had been deprived of benefit 
that they had paid. In ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred the employer’s word was ac- 
cepted by a Board of Referees, and the word 
of the the workers did not count more than 
the snap of a finger. The Ministry for Labour, 
n his opinion, needed a great overhauling, 
from the Minister down. (Laughter.) 

He referred to the recent retirement of the 
Inspector of Factories in Belfast, and declared 
that because that gentleman was of an in- 
dependent character and whwilling to act 
upon instructions from the Ministry he was 
called upon to resign, and the Ministry agreed 


to give him the pension that he would have 


been entitled to five years hence, when he 
attained the ace of sixty-five vears. 
THE EXPLANATION. 

The Misister for Finance (Mr. H. M. 
Pollock) pointed out that, as the Inspector of 
Factories was a former Imperial official, he 
was entitled under the Government of Ireland 
Act to apply for added years of service and 
claim the higher pension. 

Mr. Kyle said that he did not question the 
Minister’s statement, but he wished to give 
the case as an illustration of the mal- 
administration of the Ministry for Labour. 
Another matter he wished to draw attention 
to was the refusal of claims on the ground 
that applicants were “not genuinely seeking 
work.’’ He had seen men seeking work upon 
a building job being formed in a queue by an 
policeman, and the same day the same men 
were refused unemployment benefits for “ not 
genuinely seeking work.”

Mr. James Beattie (Labour) supported the 
reduction in the vote. e said that in his 
Opinion the Chairmen of the Courts of 
Referees were paid by results.

Marsh, of Ardmore, Cullion, appeared at a 
Special Crimes Court held at Strabane yes- 
terday, charged with possession of a rifle, two 
revolvers, 25 rounds of rifle ammunition and 
one round of revolver ammunition without 
having a firearms certificate.

TRAWLER OREW'S oi WY: 


ALL NIGHT ON. MWAVE- 
WASHED WRECK. . 
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The mew Stromness, . lifeboat, which | 
arrived at its station; the most: nottherly 
in Great Britain, less than a fortnight | . 
ago, received its first call yesterday morn- 
ing, when fishermen reported the trawler 
Lord Devonport on a reef at the foot of a 
cliff 1,100 feet high on the Atlantic side 
of Hoy Island, Orkney. 

The fishermen were unable to render 
assistance, but indicated to the crew that 
they would proceed to Stromness and ‘send 
the lifeboat. In Hoy Sound they met a 
steam herring drifter, and, boarding her, 
displayed distress signals. These were 
observed by the keeper at Hoy Light- 
house, and Coastguards called out the 
Stromness lifeboat. 

NIGHT OF SUFFERING. . 

The Lord Devonport, which was home- 
ward bound with a load of fish, failed to 
sight the Sule Skerry light, the outpost 
of Orkney lighthouses, and struck the reef 
at eleven o’clock on Sunday night. The 
night was very dark, with heavy showers 
and the wind from the West. 

Distress sigeels could not be burned, as 
heavy seas broke over the vessel. Some 
of the crew were washed overboard, and, 
as the vessel gradually settled down, the 
crew gathered under the shelter of the 
fo* scastie head, where they clung for over 
i2 hours. 

When the lifeboat arrived on the 
scene yesterday morning it paid off cable 
till close to the wreck and succeeded in 
getting a rope made fast to the vessel. 
Six members of the crew were, one by one, 
dragged through the surf. One man died 
from exposure not long before the arrival 
of the lifeboat. The rescued men were in 
an exhausted condition. 

EIGHT LIVES LOST. 

Seven men and a boy were swept away 
or died from exposure. 

The lifeboat, on its way to the wreck, 
took some members of the drifter’s crew 
on board as guides at the entrance of the 
harbour. 3 

The Lord Devonport, which was owned 
by Messrs. Pickering and Haldane, left 
Hull ten days ago, and was on her home- 
ward voyage for the Iceland fishing 
grounds, She was not expected back, 
for another week. Her skipper, 
an Icelander by. birth, was a naturalised 
British citizen and one of the most suc- 
cessful skippers in port. He was married. 
Many of the other men reported to be 
missing also were married.

ANGLO-BELGIAN AIR 
RIVALRY. 


SIR ALAN COBHAM’S VISIT TO 
SOUTH AFRICA. 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
CAPE TOWN, Monday. 
Anglo-Belgian rivalry in the development 
of air services in Central Africa is likely to 
be accentuated by the visit of Sir Alan Cob- 
ham to Rhodesia, whither he flew in a Moth 
aeroplane from Johannesburg to invite the 
co-operation of the Rhodesian Government 
in the establishment of an aeroplane service 
up the African continent. 
This visit is invested with special signifi- 
cance owing to the efforts of a Belgian 
aviation company, ‘which has been success- 
fully operating for the past three years be- 
tween Elizabethville and Boma, to extend its 
operations to Rhodesia. This Belgian under- 
taking, which is in receipt of a large subsidy 
from the Belgian Government, has mooted 
the formation of a Rhodesian aviation syndi- 
cate to connect up with the Belgian Congo 
service, and suggests that the African Air- 
ways Of Johannesburg should run a service 
to Bulawayo from the frontier of the Union 
of South Africa. 
The Belgian concern hopes in this way to 
capture the trade from Rhodesia, and offers 
facilities to travellers for the journey to 
Europe via Boma. 
Sir Alan Cobham, on the other hand, aims 
at connecting Kenya with the Union by air.

A DECREE REFUSED. 
Another attack on artificial evidence in divorce 
suits was made in the Divorce Court, London, 
yesterday, when the president, Lord Merrivale, 
refused a decree nist to Mrs. Louise Elizabeth 
Frances Aylward, of the Ladies’ Army and 
Navy Club, ‘St. James’s place, London, who 
alleced that “her “husband, Cyril Bland 
Aylward, had committed adultery with an 
unnamed woman at a West End hotel. 

Mr. Bayford, i "Ei for Mrs. Aviward, sub- 
mitted that the evidence had proved that the 
husband and a woman, not his wile, had 
stayed together for the night at the hotel. 

Lord Merrivale—That is part of the cere- 
monial. I am not sure that the two people 
did commit adultery; they may have sat up 
all night. 

Lord Merrivale added that if he had been 
satisfied of the husband’s adultery he would 
have pronounced a decree nist, but on 
such a state of affairs as exists with regard 
to the artificial proceedings for the dissolution 
of their marriage by consent of the parties, 
the question was whether the Court ought 
to find that this husband has f¢ommitted 
adultery with a woman unknown, ‘“ The 
husband is apparently a self-respecting man, ' 
his lordship said, “and there 1s no indica- 
tion that he was likely to commit adultery 
with any chance woman, No doubt the 
husband stayed at the hotel with the object 
of a decree nisi being obtained, but until the 
Court is ‘convinced that adultery has been 
committed no decree will be pronounced.” 
To my mind it is time that the practice of 
restorting to hotels in order to make out a 
prima facie case of adultery should be 
stopped, and if it cannot be stopped in this 
Court it should not be sanctioned elsewhere 
For my part I do not sanction it. 

His lordship refused to grant a decree nisi.

District Inspector Scott put in a long state- 
ment made by Michael Comiskey, in the 
course of which he described his movements 
on the night of the shooting, He said that 
when he and his brother were leaving the 
house they saw Mrs. McCartney at their door 
talking to their mother. After a time they 
returned for a book, and when leaving again 
Mrs. McCartney accompanied them for part of 
the way. 


A little later they were joined by 
James McCrea, who asked for the book, and 
afterwards they met Mrs. McCartney again, 
and he (Michael) spoke to her for a time. 
She said that she was waiting for her husband. 
They left her at the corner of the International 
Bar, and he and his two companions went for 
a walk. Later in the night, when they went 
into Talbot street, they saw. Mrs. McCartney 
with two men, 


SHOOTING DESCRIBED. 

The statement continued: ‘‘ These are the 
two ‘ girls ' she went to see. She told us at the 
International that she had twe girls to see, so 
I said, ‘Come; I'll play a joke on her.’ So I 
went down behind them. I had a gun which 
I had in my possession for some weeks pre- 
viously. I took out the gun from my inside 
breast pocket and said, ‘Hands up!’ at the 
same time jumping out on to the roadway, 

“As I jumped ort on to the road the gun 

went off accidentaily. 1 didn’t understand 
the gun. We all stood dumbfounded about 
half a minute; for when the gun went off I 
then realised the bullet had hit the man, and 
I got nervous and ran away. Before the gun 
went off I said something to the woman, but 
I don’t remember what. -I saw the woman 
running off then. My brother, my chum, and 
I ran down Marshall street. turned to the left 
and came out at Edward street, I think; 
crossed Great Patrick street and along Nelson 
street, turned up Great George's street as far 
as North Queen street, and left our chum at 
the corner of North Queen street and Clifton 
and he went home. 
\ivy brother and | then went down 
Frederick street to Great Patrick street and 
home, and went to bed. Next morning I 
went out by myself and did away with the 
gun. I threw it into the Springfield dam. T 
had hopes of the man living, but when he died 
I lost my nerve, and to-day I told my brother 
and my chum I was going to give myself wp. 
It was all done as a joke, and there is no one 
more sorry than I am.”’ 


OTHER STATEMENTS. 

A statement bearing out what Michael 
Comiskey had said, made by McCrea, was 
put in evidence, He said that when 
the shot was fired they all stood bewildered. 
“- In fact,” he added, ‘‘ the man who fired 
the shot was more amazed than any of us, 
I believe.’’ 

He said that when the wounded man died 
Michael Comiskey suggested giving himself 
up, and so others said, '' We are all in it,” 
and decided that it was the best thing to 
do. 

District Inspector Scott said that John 
Comiskey also had made a long statement, 
which was similar to the other two state- 
ments.

Dealing with the suggested inquiry, he 
pointed out that, so far as he could see, 
there was never any inherent difficulty in 
the way of the Labour Government setting 
up their own inquiry before they vacated 
office. To hold an inquiry now, after such 
a long interval, would not be an easy 
matter. 


FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 

In the first place, there was the {freedom 
of the Press to consider. No newspaper 
editor would willingly betray the con- 
fidence of anyone who had given him 
information. In his own experience 
things often got into the Press which he 
would much rather had not. He knew oil 
no means of finding out how. lí Mr. 
Marlowe was called and refused to answer, 
he could not be compelled to do so. 


A DISCLOSURE. 

In this case there was no publication 
of an official secret. No disservice was 
done to the nation, and the Government, 
in the circumstances, would refuse to lend 
itself to an inquiry which would serve 
no uselul prpose and was foredoomed by 
its very nature to futility. (Ministerial 
cheers. ) 

The only way in a case of this kind in 
which to obtain information was not from 
the Press, but from the man who supplied 
it. He was free to speak. The Press 
was not. 

“Now, . continued the Premier, “within 
the last forty-eight hours there has come 
to my notice a statement from the gentle- 
man who gave the first information to 
Mr. Marlowe. He had always been of 
opinion that the leak occurred in London, 
and not in official circles. He never 
thought there was a conspiracy. He never 
thought there was a fraud. The informa- 
tion as to the letter was possessed by a 
gentleman unconnected with office, with 
politics or with any of those things which 
made for conspiracy—a man in the City. 
It was possessed by him some forty-eight 
hours. before. the document reached the 
Government, 

“Three hours ago,” pursued the Prime 
Minister, “I met this gentleman and he 
authorised me to read his statement to fhe 
House of Commons.” ' 

This statement is to the effect that en 
October 8th, 1924, at about 6 p.m., he 
met in London on business matters a 
gentleman with whom he had business 
transactions in the past, and who was in 
close touch with Communist circles in this 
country. 

At the conclusion of the business con- 
versation he learnt of the arrival in this 
country of an extraordinary letter {rom 
Moscow, sent fo the British Communist 
headquarters by an individual called 
Apielbaum. The next day he was sup- 
plied with the complete text of the letter, 
and he decided to do two things: 

1. To bring the letter to the notice of 
sa Government Department concerned; 
an 

2. To communicate it to the electors 
through the medium of the Press. 

The statement was signed by Conrad 

Donald Im Thurn. 

Mr. Macdonald here inquired how the 
letter reached the Foreign Office. 

Mr. Baldwin—Through absolutely in. 
dependent sources. 

Mr. Maxton supported the view of the 
Labour Party that the letter was a 
forgery. No one in Russia, he asserted, 
could be found who had ever seen the 
document. The fact was that the Con- 
servatives were trying te find something 
discreditable™ against’ the Labour Party, 
and, being unable to do so, they seh out 
to manufacture something. (Labour 
cheers. ) 


MR. MACDONALD CROSS-EXAMINED. 
The Attorney-General, when he rose to 
continue the debate, proceeded to cross- 
examine Mr. Ramsay Macdonald in his 
best forensic style. Did the right hon. 
gentleman mean to publish the Zinovieff 
letter in time for the people who were 
going to vote at the general election to 
know what was in it before they voted? 

Mr. Macdonald—Is the point the right 
hon. gentleman wishes to make that in 
the middle of negotiations, when an elec- 
tion was on, everything should be made 
public immediately ? 

Sir Douglas Hogg—Did you intend to 
publish the letter before the general elec- 
tion or not? |

Macdonald—I intended to follow í. 
ithe practice of the Foreign Office, which 
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is to publish its correspondence when 
matters have come to a proper end. 

Sir Douglas Hogg—Does the right hon. 
gentleman now think that he ought to 
have been grateful to the Daily Marl fox 
having prevented him from concealing 
what he now knows the electors regard as 
a most material fact? 

MORE UPROAR. 

Cries of “Cheap,” and a good deal of 
uproar came from the Labour benches. 
In no way perturbed, Sir Douglas went 
on: “If he did not intend to publish the 
letter, let me remind him that fraud does 
not consist only of a mis-statement of 
facts, but equally in the concealment ol 
truth.” (Mumisterial cheers, and more 
uproar. ) 

The cross-examination continued. Does 
the right hon. gentleman now say that the 
Zinovieff letter is a forgery, or does he 
say it was not? 

Mr. Macdonald—TI refer the right hon. 
gentleman to what his own Prime 
Minister said. 

Sir Douglas Hogeg—The right 
gentleman seems te have a most cautious 
lack of desire to anewer a plain question. 
li he will not gi‘e me an answer the 
House will draw 1ts own conclusions. 

The right hon. gentleman knows in his 
heart that the ietter is genuine, but he 
dare not say so. (Ministerial cheers.) 

The Attorney-General expressed the 
opinion that the main desire for the sug- 
gested inquiry was to find out who gave 
the information to Mr. Im Thurn. 

MR. THOMAS’S REPLY. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas considered it 
something like an outrage on the part of 
the Attorney-General to assume that an 
ex-Prime Minister was bound to answer 
a plain yes or no to questions which 
were addressed to him. Such a proceed- 
ing was more suitable to the atmosphere 
of 1 Old Bailey than the House of 
Uc: wons. 

Mr. Thomas said that an inquiry was 
essential in the interests of the Civil 
Service itself. The whole matter was still 
troubling the public mind, and the 
Labour Party would not rest satisfied 
until a thorough investigation has been 
made.

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““ GASSED,’’ NOT DRUNK. 
MOTORIST’S SUCCESSFUL 
DEFENCE. 


The unusual defence that he was gassed 
as the result of the breaking of a gas lamp 
standard was put forward at Manchester yes- 
terday when George Hutchinson Campbell, 
giving an address at Buxton, was accused 
of being drunk in charge of a motor car and 
of dangerous driving. 

It was stated that Campbell had just come 
out of hospital. having received a fractured 
leg and other injuries in the accident vhich 
led u» to the charge. 

Police witnesses said that the car which 
Campbell was driving along the London road, 
Manchester, at midnight mounted = an 
‘‘island,” crashed into a tramway standard, 
slid across the road, and collided with a gas 
standard, which was broken. The car was 
wrecked and Campbell was found jammed 
against the steering wheel. 

Released and taken to the police station, he 
denied that he ever, had been in the motor 
car at all, and then said that he wanted to 
resume his journey at once. Asked where he 
thought he was, he said : “ About five miles 
irom Buxton...’ 

A police surgeon, who examined him at 2 
a.m., said that be came to the conclusion 
that he was drunk. When he asked him 
what the time was, Campbell replied: “‘Eight 
o clock,” 

One police witness said that when Campbell 
was put in a police station cubicle he thought 
it was a bath, and another deposed that at 
the Robev street branch of the Manchester 
Royal Infirmary Campbell said: ‘If I am 
‘tight,’ they made me ‘tight’ here by inject- 
ing something into my knee.”’ 

Mr. Laistgarten, who defended, said that 
Campbell’s behaviour was more consistent with 
his having sustained concussion than that he 
was drunk. There was also the fact disclosed 
by a witness that when the gas standard was 
struck and the gas lamy emached there “was 
an escape of gas right on to the wrecked car, 
the witness himself saying that he felt the 
effects of the fumes. 

The charge of drunkenness was dismissed, 
and Campbell was fined £5 for driving to the 
danger of the public, with five guineas, costs. 
It was intimated thay an appeal would be 
lodged. i

DROGHEDA MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE. 

At Drogheda District Court yesterday 
Richard Johnson Montgomery, of Beaulieu, 
Drogheda, was returned for trial on a charge 
of the manslanghter, as alleged, of Patrick 
Ward, of Newtown, Blackbull, Drogheda, by 
reason of the negligent management of # 
motor car at Stameen on March 11 last. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Dunne, a daughter of the 
deceased man, said that her father, who was 
a widower, aged eighty-one years, lived with 
her. Prior to the accident her father was in 
the very best of health, and had perfectly 
good hearing. 

Patrick Dwyer, a chauffeur, in the employ- 
ment of the accused man, who accompanied 
him on the occasion, said that the car was 
going slowly at about twenty-four or twenty- 
five miles per hour, when witness saw \Ward 
on ‘the left-hand side of the road, about fifty 
yards in front. When they got within fifteen 
or twenty yards of him Ward turned at right 
angles to get to the right-hand side, and 
walked to within two feet of the middle of 
the road, and then pansed as if to go back. 
From the time witness first saw Ward until the 
accident the horn was sounded three times, 
witness believed. 

To the Justice, witness said that the car 
slowed down considerably in speed from the 
spot where they came within fifteen or twenty 
yards of the deceased man. When Ward 
weit to walk to the right, and Mr. Mont- 
gomery went to the left, they both seemed 
to change their mind at the one time. 

Mr. John F. Smyth, solicitor, who de- 
fended, asked that the accused man be -dis- 
charged, as there was no proof that the very 
regrettable affair wae anything but an un- 
avoidable accident 

District Justice Goff, returning Mr. Mont- 
gomery for trial to Trim Circuit Court on 
bail of £200, said that he considered that in 
this, unless there was the 
greatest proof of unavoidable accident he 
should send the case to a jury, even if he 
considered that the jury would take a certain 
view. In the case of young people, and old 
people, and people who might be expected to 
act erratically, there was a serious obligation 
on the motorists to take every possible pre- 
caution. 
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DONEGAL COUNCIL 
AFFAIRS. 
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ROADS GRANT AND RATE 
COLLECTION. 

The Free State Local Government Ministry 
has informed Donegal County Council that 
out of the Roads Improvement Grant of 
£200,000 a sum of £9,500 has been provi- 
sionally allocated to the Dunegal County 
Council for main road improvement. The 
Ministry warned the Council to take steps to 
have the rates ii the county collected, and 
stated that they were not prepared to consent 
to poundage fees at the normal rate to the 
collectors who failed to close their 1926-1927 
collections by January 31 last. If the Council 
decided to keep such dilatory collectors in 
their further service responsibility must rest 
with them 


INQUIRY INTO GIRL’S DEATH. 


The Forest of Dean Coroner held an 
inquiry yesterday at Redbrook Village In- 
stitute, between Coleford and Monmouth, 
with regard to the death of Ivy Beatrice 
Lewis (22), single, of Redbrook. Recently 
she obtained a situation at a Hereford hotel, 
but returned home the following day unwell. 
She did not at once consult a doctor, but 
subsequentiy a Monmouth doctor was called 
in. She became very ill and died last 
Thursday morning. 

The facts having been reported to the 
Coroner he gave instructions for a poste 
mortem examination, which was conducted 
last Saturday, some portions of the internal 
organs being sent to Bristol University for 
examination. 

Mrs. Ethel Wallett, a sister, gave evidence 
of identification, and said tha: the dead ‘girl 
was a domestic help. 

The Coroner said that he could nat go 
any further in consequence of a communica- 
tion made to him. He adjourned the inquest 
till April 16 next.
